WASHINGTON’S COLORED ARIS- 
TOCRACY. 


LEADERS IN SOCIETY, PILLARS IN 
CHURCHES, MUSICIANS, AND ARTISTS. 
(From the Chicago Inter-Ocean.) 


There is an aristocracy among the col- 
ored people of Washington as well as 


among the white, and it is quite as exclu- 


| 


sive. The focus or pole around which the 
high-toned colered society revolves is the 
Fifteenth St. Presbyterian Church, which 
stands in an aristocratic section of the 
city —McPherson square. The leading 


men in this church are ex-Senator Bruce 
Dr. Purvis, John M. Langston, late Min- 
ister to Hayti, who has recently been elec- 
ted President of a colored college in Va.: 
Prof, Greener, who is now in New York 
in charge of the Grant monument tund; 
the Wormley, who are proprieto s of the 
most aristocratic hotel here; George Cook 
the Superintendent of Colored Schools; 
John F. Cook, the Colleetor of Taxes of 
the District, and others of the creme de 
la creme. The pastor of thischurch is the 
Rey. Mr. Grimke a young man of about 
35 years, who was graduated at Lincoln 
University with the valedictorv of his 
class, and studied theology at Princeton. 
Congressman O’Hara of North Carolina 
is a member of the coterie, but singularly 
enough he and his wife are catholic, and 
attend S*. Augustine’s Church. 

Mrs. O’Bara is one of the loveliest la- 
dies in Washington, and were it not for 
the slight trace of negro blood in her.veins 
she would be a leader in white society. 
Like Mrs, Bruce, who isalso beautiful, 
she is a highly educated and accomplished 
woman. speak French, plays Beethoven, 
paints plaques, and is up in art and liter- 
ature to a degree that would make some 
of her white sisters blush for envy. Both 
Mrs. Bruce and Mrs, O’ Hara nearly white, 
and it would be diffleult for a stranger to 
detect their relation to the Atricam race. 
Mrs. O’Hara has a white governess for 
her children aud intends that they shall 
be as accomplished as herself. 

These people haye their own society, 
give balls, dinner parties, receptions, and 
other entertainments, and pay formal vis- 
its ou regular receptions days, just like 
the lwlies of official life. At a ‘* high tea” 
or a ball given by this cirele of the colored 
aristocracy one can find quite as much in- 
telligence, quite as much beuaty, and 
quite as much grace of manners as will be 
gathered at avy of the swell receptions of 
white folks, Both gentlemen and labies 
appear full evening dress, and the cos 
tumes of the ladies are duly described in 
the Washington Bee, the organ of the 
hihgtonee colored residents of the District.

A CORRECT VIEW OF IT. 


School Trustee Brooks had an 
extended interview with Cuommis- 
sioner Webb yesterday, relative to 
the pending difficulty between the 
and the school 
board. Mr. Brooks explained that 
the commissioners were without 
‘warrant of law in stripping the 
board of its legal functions. He 
held that Congress iu recreating 
ihe board of school trusteesin 1878, 
gave them also powers of adwinis- 
tration. Hethought that vesting 
the power of adwinistration of 
school matters in the commission- 
ers had a tendency toward the cen- 
tralization of power, a thing that 
Was repugnant tothe people of the 
District. The school board was 
‘00 Closely connected with the peo- 
ple to be tampered with. The 
House committee in 1878 realized 
this, and the commissioners, who 
then wanted the school board abol- 
ished, found thata clause was in- 
serted restoring the board with its 
full powers. The only difference 
Was that the board was reduced 
trom nineteen to nine members.

But may we not venture to ask 
if the Bex is not a litile * previous” 
in this failure?

Depriv- 
ed not only of the rudiments of a 
common education, but unac- 
quiinted, by participation, with 
ite merest political organizations, 
is it not x wonder that these corn 
field hands bad any sort of a no- 
tion what todo with the bul ot? 
Let us see: besides Dougluss, Elli 
ott, Langston, Bruce, und _possi- 
bly a score of o'hers there were 
scarcely a dozen black leaders in 
the United St ites, who knew how 
to muke a “second” or “motion,” 
properly. 

There simp'e men of the shovel 
and the h e, ¢ othed in the hi: bili- 
ment of Repu lisan enfitancliise 
nent and sec down amidst Anglo- 
Saxons, their former masters, born 
to domineer and taught from their 
mother’s knees to be skilled polit- 
ical gladiators, these unsophisti 
cated men are still voing and 
have scored some victories. Is it 
not wonderfui? Thecolored men 
(poor politicians,) have since 1865 
secnred some fourteen members 
of the Nutional House of Repre- 
sentatives, two colored Umited 
States Senators; two scting gover- 
nors; seven lieutenant governors; 
five foreign minis'ers and consuls; 
United States Marshal; ove Regis- 
ter of the Treasury and Recorder 
of Deeds; to say nothing of the 
State officers—members of legis 
luture, judges, etc., Federal de- 
partment clerks revenue collect 
ors, and officers; postal officials, 
etc. 

We question if the Negro has 
been at all a failure as a politician. 
Louisiana deserves credit, but she 
has page not given the Nation 
us many able colored men as some 
other Southern States. Neither 
from a financial nor a political 


standpoint have the Louisianians 


Col- 
men have gained much expe- 
rience—political experience 1n the 
past score of years, Now, in this, 
thie tume of cessa:ion, from politi- 
cal agitation and combat, !et the

,nd endeavor to understand the 
genius of. this government and the 
nodus operandi of political action.

Under these circumstances, we are

He fixes an ac- 
cumulation of just obloguy upon 
himeelf, when he says: I was down 
atairs with him, when the event 
took p'ace; for 1 was up stairs, [| 
was not with him, the party 
whose consciousness of guilt kept 
him from giving his name. 
The talsity of bis assertion, his 
cowardly ussertivn, is printed in 
the history of the day; see its dai- 
ly press; it is recorded on canvass 
by the artiste of the time; these 
join in saying it is false. The 
worthy living stand ready to 
brand him a maligner, a liar; thus 
he is left without chance for pre-

The above pee spent 
that evening at my house, whieh 
as many know, was no uncommon 
occurrence. “T. B.” whose place, 
(if he was there,) as he leave us 
to inter, was “down stairs.” Sim- 
ilar recognitions of entitlement to 
respect and consideration, not on- 
ly at my residence at Washing- 
ton, but at my homes when liv
